(1) Hatfield (on G.N.R. main line to London). ‘Lhe seat of 
the Marquis of Salisbury. Hatfield House is interesting, apart 
from itg stately splendour, through associations with the 
Tudors and the Stuarts. The mansion was built in 3611; 
remains of the older palace where Queen Elizabeth was a semi- 
prisoner at the time of her accession, however. exist. Charles 
1. was also for a short time a prisoner at Hntfield. In the 


mansion sre valuable collections of family portraits and 
historical MSS. 


(2) Woburn (Station, Woburn Sands, on L.N.W.R. line to 
Bletchley). Woburn Abbey, the seat of the Duke of Bedford, 
who has promised to entertain a party not exceeding 200, 
is between J and 4 miles from the railway station. ‘I'he house. 
built in the eighteenth century, on the site of a Cistercian 
Abbey contains many interesting art treasures. he deer- 
park and pleasure grounds are very fine. 


(3) Peterborough (on G.E.R. main line). The chief feature 
of interest here is of course the Cathedral, one of the most 
important Norman Churches in England. ‘I'he choir dates 
from the middle of the twelfth century and there are other 
extensive remains of the monastery which formerly oceupicd 


tbe site. he ruins of Crowland Abbey are in the neighbour- 
ood. 


(4) Ely (G.E.R.), a small city fifteen miles from Cambridge 
on the Ouse. The only attraction is tho magnificent Cathedral, 
which has been described as ‘‘ one of the very lurgest and most 
imposing, one of the most individual, and distinctly the most 
varied, in England.”

Ea HE following pages do not pretend to offer even a 
ek list of everything in Cambridge that is werth 
) seeing ; much less to attempt description of the 
architecture or provide historical or archaco- 
logical information abont the University and colleges. The 
object of the writer is simply to indicate to the visitor who 
is compelled to satisfy his sight-seeing propensities 
within a very limited time how he should set te werk se 
as to visit the places of most interest within: four eon- 
venient and not exhausting walks. No one shoukl miss 
the buildings, &c¢., in the first three walks, The fourth, 
it will be noticed, deals rather with natural features: and 
modern foundations, and will perhaps not he thought 
necessary in some GaKeH,

FIRST WALK. 





Leaving the Guildhall, the visitor should turn to the right 
and then again take the first turning to the right skirting 
the new Municipal Buildings, and, turning again to the right, 
he will find himself between the Corn Exchange (deft) and 
the Free Library. In the former building many of the 
University examinations are held; the handsome and 
well-ventilated reading-room of the latter institution is 
well worth a visit. Daily, weekly, and monthly publica- 
tions are to be found in ubundance, well and conveniently 
arranged. Proceeding past the Free Library and keeping 
straight on, 


ST. BENEDICT’S CHURCH 


will be passed on the left side of Bene't Street—the church 
being also generally known by: this abbreviated name, 
This building is famous as the oldest in the town, the tower 
dating back to Saxon times, and being regarded as one of 
the best examples of pre-Norman architecture to be found 
in the country. ‘The rest of the structure has, however, been 
rebuilt at a later period. The church at one time served 
as a chapel to Corpus Christi College, then known as Bene’t 
Mall. Continuing his road the visitor emerges into Trum- 
pington Street, opposite the Bull Hotel, The red-brick

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building on the further side of the hotel is St. Catharine's 
College, founded in the fifteenth century. Part of it 
occupies the site of the famous Carrier Hobson's stables, 
Tt presents no special Features o£ interest.

The remaining build- 
ings of King’s belong to the last two centuries, the stone 
screen and gateway facing Trumpington Street, dating only 
from 1824. Returning through this the visitor will next 
pass on his left. 


THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY, 


standing back in a quadrangle, and containing about half a 
million printed books, besides a number of valuable manu- 
scripts. There are only two larger libraries in the kingdom. 
The ordinary visitor will not find much beyond the 
pictures on the staircase to repay a cursory inspection of 
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the interior, and the enthusiastic student accompanied by 
a guide familiar with the library will be dissatisiied with 
such a passing glimpse of its treasures as he can get in 
one visit. Adjoining the Library is 


THE SENATE HOUSE, 


anearly eighteenth century building in the Corinthian style 
in which the graduation ceremonials and other great public 
functions of the University are held. It contains two 
celebrated statues—one by Nollekens of William Pitt, the 
other by Rysbrack of Charles, Duke of Somerset, who was 
Chancellor of the University at the time of the building. 
Passing down Senate House Passage along the north side 


of the Senate House, the visitor will find himself opposite 
the gateway of 


TRINITY HALL, 


founded in the fourteenth century and retaining many of 
its old buildings, although ina modernised form. ‘This is 
the college most frequented hy law students—and_ still 
preserves in its library the old book cases with iron bars lo 
which in early times the precious valumes used to be 
chained while consulted hy readers. It is spoken of in 
University parlance as “the Hall.” Leaving ‘Trinity Hall

hack on the left side of the street. This college, farmed by 
Henry VEIT. in 1546 (his statue is noticeable over the 
entrance) by the amalgamation of several previously exist- 
ing foundations, is the largest: in Nngland—and inside the 
Great Court on which the gateway opens it is said that the 
whole of “Tom” quadrangle, Christ Church, could be set 
down. Sir Isaac Newton was a member of this College 
and occupied the rooms on the first floor next to the gute- 
way on the right as one enters ; the rooms beneath this set 
were occupied much later by the novelist Thackeray. The 
chapel in this court is well worth a visit. In the ante- 
chapel the statue of Newton by Roubiliac is especially to 
be noticed. ‘The tombs of the great scholars Bentley, 
Porson, and Whewell are also to be seen. Passing round 
the Great Court and between the Hall and the Kitchen 
(opposite the King’s Gateway) Neville’s Court, also known 
as the Cloister Court, is reached. ‘The handsome building

JESUS COLLEGE. 


This foundation was established in 1497 by Bishop 
Aleock of Ely, on the site of the suppressed nunnery of 
St. Rhadegund. Although it is not the only instance in 
Cainbridge of a College erected on the site and ruins of a 
inonasti¢ house, Jesus College has the peculiar interest of 
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having retained and adapted part of the ori inal bui!tings, 
The Chapel for instance. carefully resvor 1 during the 
latter half of this century, and the Hf do sitchen, 
served the same purposes for the Benedi: nuns that 
they now serve for the members of to Coll The 
entrance to the Chapter House (in the Cloister) was only 


recently recovered from the plaster with which it bad been 
obscured. ‘The founder's rebus, a cock standing an a globe, 
will be found on various parls of the building. TPacing 
the College in Jesus Lane is All Saints’ Church, otherwise 
known as # St. Opposite’s,” removed in the sixties from a 
site in St. John’s Street, and having in its vestry asixteenth 
century book of sermons with the original chain by which 
iL was once attached to the reading-desk. Proceeding along 
Jesus Lane to the Jeft after leaving the College, open 
spaces known as Butt’s Green and Midsummer Common 
are found on the left. Crossing these by the main road, 
Victoria Avenue, and over Victoria Bridge, which spans 
the river Cam at the end of the Avenne, the headquarters 
of buating are reached.

Pepysian Building in the Second Court, towards the 
erection of which he contributed, and where his library in 
its original bookcases is deposited. ILere, too, is the 
cipher manuscript of the immortal diary. These treasures 
can, however, only be inspected by persons accompanied 
hy a Fellow of the College. Leaving Magdalene and con- 
tinuing the road into the town the visitor crosses the Great 
Bridge over the Cam—obtaining on the right a view of 
the back of St. John’s College, and passes on the left 
St. Clement's Church. ‘The motto Deum Cole on the west 
front commemorates the Rev. Win. Cole, the antiquary, who 
bequeathed the funds for the erection of the tower. Still 
further along on the same side of the road is the 


CHURCH OF THE HOLY SEPULCHRE, 


an cleventh-century structure, notable as being the oldest 


of the four round churches still left in England. The 
E 
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interior, although it has suffered by restoration, is worth 
inspection. Behind this church lie the bui'dings of the 


UNION SOCIETY, 


which besides being the great Debating Socivty of the 
University, caters in its reading, smoking and dining rooms, 
and its excellent library for the club instincts of the 
undergraduate at large—no formalities of election or 
blackballing having to be dreaded by the candidate for 
membership. 

Opposite the Round Church is the opening of St. 
John’s Street. Here on the right is St. John’s College 
Chapel, and opposite it a red-brick building where some 
University lectures are delivered, known as the Selwyn 
Divinity School, because the cost of its erection was largely 
borne by the Rev. W. Selwyn, for twenty years Lady 
Margaret Professor of Divinity. The adjoining open 
space, with a memorial cross in the centre, marks the original 
site of All Saints’ Church. In the graveyard here the 
poet Kirke White was buried. The red-brick gateway 
opposite is that of 


ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE, 


founded by Henry VII.’s mother, Lady Margaret Beaufort, 
in 1511. This entrance is, according to Mr. J. W. Clark, 
the antiquary, the “most beautiful of all the Cambridge 
gateway-towers” ; the Lancastrian rose, the Tudor port- 
cullis, the Beaufort antelopes, and the marguerite, the 
name-flower of the foundress are chief features in its 
ornamentation. The windows and statues in the Chapel 
and the statue of Lady Margaret over the gateway between 
the first and second courts are to be noticed,—as well as

from the Second, and from this the Bridge. known as the 
“ Bridge of Sighs,” leads to the New Court, a nineteenth 
century structure, On leaving Si. dolin’s College the 
visitor may turn to the left, cross the street and passing 
through the extension of ‘Trinity. known as Whewell’s 
Buildings, adjoining the site of Al Saints’ Charch, he will 
emerge in Sidney Street and almost opposite to the right is 


SIDNEY SUSSEX COLLEGE, 


founded hy Lady Frances Sidney Sussex towards the end 
of the sixteenth century, the older baildings being can- 
teisporary with the foundation. A Famous portrait of 
Oliver-Cromwell, who was a student here, is fo be seen in 
the Hall, together with a painting of the foundress. This 
College has also some pleasant gardens, skirting Jesus 
Lane. On the right-hand side of the street after the 
College has been left (fam /e ft) is Market Passage in which 
the Conservative Club is situated, and a Jitthe further on 
Market Street. with Holy Trinity Chorch at the corner, — 
the next turning to the right is Petty Cury which will 
bring the visitor back direct to the Guildhall.

Turning to the left from the Guildhall and again to 
the left along Peas Till the visitor passes on the right 
St. Walward’s Church, an ancient building im which the 
reformers Bilney, Barnes, and Latimer preached some of 
their most famous sermons, To the right is Bene't Street 
and the first during to the left out of this is Free 
School Lane. The first gateway on the left here is 
that of the Cavendish Laboratory of Experimental Physics, 
and behind and adjoining this are the Botanical, 
Mechanical, Zoological, Anatomical, Physiological, Patho- 
logical, and Chemical Museums.  Botolph Lane (to the 
right at the end of Free School Lane) leads into 
Trumpington Street, opposite the University Printing 
Press, a building with a tower, not presenting the ordinary 
appearance of a printing office, and nick-named From this 
“The Freshmen's Chareh.” From this issue the well- 
known Pitt Press school books as well as a munber of 
other learned works. Visitors must le accompinied by a 
member of the Senate. On the right at the corner of 
Botolph Lane and Tranpington Street is St. Botolpl’s
